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▲ Philadelphian's Adventure 
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A ptftj of gvntWmvu composed ol 
half a doaen prominent citUeui were 
assembled recently lo tbe smoking room 
<of the Art club when the conversation 
drifted lo modem traveling conven¬ 
iences. and ode of tbc numlier observed 
that while we bad gained moit marvel 
oualy In point of rapidity and luxury 
we bad loat tbe poetry of travel as ex 
empllfled by tbe old fashioned coach, 
with Its belled and caparisoned boraea. 
Ita (loutish of taaaeled whip and tbe 
merry winding bom. Tbe s(>eaker was 
stopped by another of the party, whose 
face bad algntiled bla uneasiness at the 
description. 

“Don’t, tuy dear sir,” said this gentle¬ 
man. who la a power In tbe financial 
circles of Philadelphia. “Your remlnta 
cence Is very pretty, but your mention 
of tbe antebellum stagecoach revived 
a memory wblcb Is even yet a horror to 
me. though It la over 35 years old. I 
had an experience In one of your laud 
ed vehlclea once that afterward made 
me walk nearly 100 rfillea to keep from 
entering another, and to this day when 
ever I am unwell or troubled In any 
way I am sure to dream of tbe occur¬ 
rence. and my wife, bearing me groan 
Ittg. wHl awaken me. with the cold per 
up I rat Ion flowing from my body, and 
•ay. ’Dreaming again of your stage 
coach fright, aren't youT And yet 1 
(latter myself that l am not more cow 
’ardly than moat men.’’ 

The company Insisted on tbe story, 
pit was given, aa follows: 

“As most of you know, my father’s 
death followed close on the heels of bis 
failure la bualasaa. leaving me. bla son 
and only surviving member of bla fam¬ 
ily, without a penny. 1 left college; but 
wholly unfitted for any work. I found 
myself on tbe verge of starvation, so 1 
left Philadelphia and started w«at 
turned up finally .la Virginia nty. 1 
wae pretty desperate by this time a#d 
glad enough to accept an offer made 
me to drive tbe stage to Sacramento. 
It was not a long drive nor an unpleas¬ 
ant one. though In parts rather danger 
oua or at least requiring careful driv¬ 
ing and steady boraea 
“I had made several trips very me 
cess fully, wbeo ooe wonting I left Vie 
gtnia City with a single passenger. 
This was a man of alight, delicate 
build, rather onderalsed. too; dressed 
la heavy clotbea, which struck me at 
once as peculiar, for (be day was a 
lovely June ooe. Another thing Ita* 
pressed me disagreeably In my passen 
fier—hla eyes were a bright, unnatural 
blue, with something In tbeir furtive 
glance that spoke 111 for bla conscience 
,#r bla wits, though I did not think of 
the latter then. 

“tt was a very unusual thing for the 
Stage to carry so light a load, and 1 
found myself lingering a few minutes 
behind time to tee If more were not 
coming, for I hod a vague dislike 
Which must have been a presentiment 
•gainst setting off alone with my queer 
posaenger There was nothing for It. 
though, but to go. so I started, hoping 
to pick up others on tbe road. I did 
•ot. however, and gradually I loat tuy 
depre ss ion though It was a lonely ride 
without any ooe to speak to. for. unlike 
moat people who patronised tbe lloe. 
tbe man showed no disposition to talk 
or to question tbe driver, so after one 
or two attempts to draw him out I let 
Bay gentleman alone. 

“After awhile, however, be began to 
complain alond. though to himself, at 
my management of tbe boraea, but I 
took no ootl«* of his growling. We hsd 
by thot time reached tbe mountains 
•ml rotered oo a narrow atrip of road 
•long tbe brow of a canyon, at the bot¬ 
tom of which gleamed a tiny thread 
of stiver, which I knew to he the liver. 
!( was a sheer descent of TOO feet, and 
I usually checked the boraea at that 
part of the Journey. I bad doue this, 
when my passenger stock hts bead out 
of the window and demanded If 1 
meant to keep op that funeral pace, bat 
did not give me time to answer, and 
thrust out hlo hand with a revolver 
clasped la It. 

• *Oet off that Beat.’ be yelled. 1 will 

drive myselfr 

“1 saw bo would not hesitate to shoot 
Ok so Him bed down with alacrity, 
wbdn he advanced toward ms and. 
threatening me still with the pistol, 
made mo get Into tbe stage 
“ ’Do you know who I am T he asked. 
'Wall. I’m tbo devil, and I’m going to 

drlra you to halL’--—-—- 

“This speech and hla looks, which 
wart those of a lunatic, and a danger 

tbo truth, and 1 can tell yon I felt the 
ley sweat break over me, hut I climbed 
sly Into (bo coach and watched the 
I man motint to my seat 1 coold on 
hops that be would still retain wit 
to drive slowly, but tbe first 
bo did was to bring tbo lash down 
IfiM tbo hora e o with a vVHooaooaa that 
baa start into a freaalnl run. 
m tbo mad dost, moat terrible 
a man area undertook began, 
atago spun along Oka a era ay 
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top, tbs boroea galloping wildly, sprtng- 
lo« wildly now and then to a cut from 
the shouting driver's whip, while, abso¬ 
lutely sick with terror, 1 had not 
strength to leap Lulu the road, as i 
made up my ulod to do time .m again 
I would undoubtedly have been killed 
at the rate at which we were going, 
and It was the bare shred of hope, 
which they say never wholly leaves 
®** ibst kept me from springing out. 
, * >art ot the time 1 crouched on the 
floor, hiding my face In the cushions; 
but. fascinated by the terrible scene 
outside. I could not refrain from look- 
lug out upoo It again and again. On 
one side ruse a perpendicular wall of 
rock aa hare as my hand On the oth 
rr and barely five from where l 
looked out were tbe canyon and cer¬ 
tain death. 

“The su«e swayed fearfully, and 
every (line the whip cut Into the horses 
they would swing | t to the very T «. r g* 
of the precipice, when l could look 
down the waU and see tbe river's 
gleam, wheu I would throw myself 
against tbe opposite side of the vehicle. 
Once (he hind wheels literally hung 
over the edge for the thousandth part 
of a second, though It seemed an eter 
nlty to me. but were Jerked on to the 
rosd agalu Just as I felt the stage drag 
baik into the chasm. 

"I remember screaming like a fright¬ 
ened child and stundlug up In the 
stage laughing horribly when I saw 
the wheels hack In the road. I doubt 
If the madman on the box was further 
off hts balance tlian I at that moment. 
He was standing up, though how be 
could have retained bis footing was a 
marvel to me, and yelliug with delight, 
occasionally breaking out Into a 
screaming song, varied by bursts of 
laughter. 

“We had covered nearly five mllea 
when the road widened several feet, 
and all at once I saw as we tore by the 
• •v'va ot a group of men drawn to one 
aid** to let us (miss. 1 shri.fod to them 
In a wild cry for help, hut as our speed 
waa uudlinlnlabed made up tny mind 
tbe noise we made had kept them (moi 
heating me or that It was Impossible 
for them to overtake us. Hut even ss 1 
despaired I beard a hoarse cry and. 
looking out, saw my lunatic’s body 
burled from his seat Into the road and 
the next mtnare felt the horses check¬ 
ed and finally stopped. Tbe door of the 
stage was flung open and a bearded 
face thrust In, when 1 threw myself 
Into a pair of strong arms and knew no 
more. 

’’When I came to. I beard a voice 
say: ’Give the chap 'notber swallow o' 
the stuff, Jim. lie’s comlo to.’ Home 
fiery liquor trickled down my throat, 
and. opening my eyes, gasping. I found 
myaelf surrounded by a crowd of 
roughly dressed men. but they, to my 
eyes, had the appearance of angels. 
They were miners who. judging from 
tMufirl rat's acllooa. had guaaaad soma* 
thing o t the truth and. bearing my cry 
f»» help, had stopped tile stage. This 
waa accoopHsbefi by tw* of them 
Crttehin* bold of sad climbing up over 
the boot behind and over tbo lop and 
thus reaching tbe seal, from which 
they knocked the madman and secured 
tbe lines. 

“On examination the lunatic was 

found to he only esonaed. * wbeo we 
bound him securely-and took bla back 
to Virginia OKy. wbm* he waa Identi¬ 
fied as a prosperous merchant from 
Caruan City who bad recently lost bis 
mtad through grief over the death of 
hla wife. 1 Joined ay rescuers hi their 
■Sprrb for geld, tsd In six swaths we 
had struck It rich. when, selling out my 
share for ffiO.OOO. 1 returned to Phila¬ 
delphia, having had enough of the west 
and Ita adventures.” 

An laUrMlIas 014 Waltk. 

A curious treasure, a watch w^lcb 
belonged to Louis XIV. la preserved In 
the presbytery of Ragnonnaa, In Avi¬ 
gnon. Tbe king gave away tbe watch 
under tbe following Interesting circum¬ 
stances: Before tbe tfiiHdlng of the sus¬ 
pension bridge from Avignon to Rag 
oonnas a ferry was made use of. which 
from time Immemorial belonged to a 
family by the name of Arnoux. A mem¬ 
ber of this family one evening 200 
years ago took over a company of great 
noblemen and In so doing showed ex¬ 
traordinary skill. One of tbe gentle¬ 
men presented him In recognition there¬ 
of with ■ handful of Ionia d’or and alao 
with a watch. *Tbli man was Louis 
XIV. 

This large, round watch, a master 
piece, has a silver ease, which Is so 
artistically chased that it resembles a 
floe spider web. On tbe lid la tbe buaf 
picture of tbe king In taarel wreaths, 
held below and In tlie middle by two 
euptda. The dial, with Latin notations, 
has no hands It la pivoted, and while 
turning tbe nnmerals come opposite a 
lily chased on the edge. The Interior of 
the watch Is of tbe same fine workman¬ 
ship and the mechanism a marvel of 
precision. Tbe watch Is still attached 
to the aame now faded cord with which 
900 year* ago Louis XIV took It from 
hla pocket to present It to the ferryman 
of Ragnonnaa — Jeweler*’ Circular- 
Weekly.
